It was thus that the destiny of a prosperous 
city was decided a great many years aso in 
this the pioneer manufacturing town of New 
England. The story goes that two men, 
Messrs. Lowell & Boot, sometime about 1513. 
satisfied that another placethan Waltham was 
better adapted to manufacturing, went to the 
present site of Lowell and established a fac- 
tory. Boot wanted to name the place in his 
own honor, while Lowell desired to go down 
to history with a similar glory. The two men 
split upon the name, and resorted to the 
tossing of a coin to devide the matter. 
It fell for Lowell, and tothis day the place 
is Lowell. Then the name of the company 
was called the ‘‘Boot manufacturing compa- 
ny.’’ thus dividing the honors, both names 
having been kept the same since they were 
christened by the penny. It cannot be ar 
gued that Lowell never would have attained 
her present glory under the euphonious title 
of Bootville. Bouttown or Bootson, hence a 
rose by any otbername would not, in this 
instance, smell! as wheat. 

As already stated, Waltham is the pioneer 
manufactusing town of the east, this having 
been the starting point of all the world of in- 
dustrics, now so widespread over New Eng- 
land. Walthem also enjoys the proud satis- 
faction of being the first place in the 
world where cotton cloth was made complete 
in one room and under one roof. The Inz- 
lish bad always usea separate heuses for 
picking, carcing, spinning and weaving, but 
in order to save time, space and labor, the 
one building system was adopted bere. The 
old structure erected in 1813, nearly seventy 
years ago, is still stancing, isin a good state 
of repair, and is filled with looms, run by the 
Boston manufacturing company in connec- 
tion with their other large interests. 

Though of ample size, Waltham has never 
put onthe garb of city dignity, but has 
reached her present population of 12,000 Un 
der the of & 40mm.

manufactory of watches in the world is here. 
Waltbam watches are known wherever civil- 
ization reaches, and every. year finds orders 
for thousands of them being sent to all parts 
of the world. When it is remembered that 
the very largest and most prosperous of these 
New England industries sprang from the most 
humble beginnings, there is every reason 
why the southern people should feel satisfied 
wi.h their present growth of manufactures, 
and everywhere I go some valuable lesson 1s 
taught me of what thrift and energy will do. 
These people here know the value of a pen- 
ny; those at the south do not, and until they 
learnthe difference between a copper cent 
and a nickle, their measure of success must 
be limited. 

When the Waltham watch company started 
business some twenty-seven years ayo, every- 
body thought the attempt to make watches 
in this country a fooiish undertaking, and 
the pluck of the projectors was laughed at. 
The odds were ugainst. success, but Mr. Rob- 
bins, who was then, as now, at the helm, 
steered clear of every obstacle until to-day he 
is ruler over a small kingdom of people, and 
consciousness that his energy has 

to light one of the 
beautiful as well as useful 
our American industries. The company 
scurcely had confidence in i tself at first, and 
had to sell off part of the original lot on 
which the factory nowstands. ‘Two years af- 
ter starting, however, Mr. Charles V. Woerd 
was taken in. He understood the requirements 
and beinga perfect mechanical genius, set 
about forthe iniroduction of many little 
contrivances for saving labor and perfecting 
the parts of a watch, untiltoday his inven. 
tions constitute some of the most marvellous 
triumphseverseen by man. What Thomas 
Edison isin the electrical world, Mr. Van 
Woerd is to the mechanic arts. I looked at 
Zome of his automatic machines 
to day and became lost in bewilderment at 
their complicated simplicity. But more 
this matter later. 

The Waltham factory now makes probablé 
the finest watches known to the trade, and 
are everywhere acknowledged among digni- 
taries and people who require to measure 
time on the second, unequalled and as accu- 
rate as chronometers. It is no wonder this 
is true, for they are all made by the most per- 
fect system of machinery, thus securing uni- 
formity of action and perfection of move- 
A walk through the immense facto- 
ry would convince anyone that no expense 
vr labor is spared to perfect the watch. To 
give an idea of the extent of the business car- 
fifi’ on here, over 2,200 hands are 
necessary. The factory is a massive 
structure of pressed brick, fronting 638 feet, 
five stories high. Two handsome bell! towers 
ornament the building, in one of whicha 
huge bell is hung, which calls the operatives 
together. The other tower is used for ma- 
king observations from the sun every day in 
order to get the most accurate time. The 
entire factory, c@unting all the stories, covers 
five acres, or about 275,000 square feet. The

The system of employing labor at 
Waltham watch factory is an 
> int worth considrring. No 
Wiat an army of people 
can be had until 
them emerge from the faccory 
at nvon orsix inthe evening. I stood at the 
lain entrance to dav, and us the bell tapped 
they came surging out ot the twenty-five or 
niore lurve rooms, crowded down the halls 
and poured out of two large entrances ivto 
the street.in front. Foran eighth ot a nile, 
in half a dozen different directions, they 
strung out by twos, threes and fours, before 
all were out of the building Taois army of 
people aie earning every day an averave ot 
two dollurs perday, and the montuly pay 
roll foots up from $100,000 to $110,000, or $1,- 
320,000 annually. This is) more money 
paid out for wuges than can 
be shown by any one company in the union. 
And there are only one or two ec rporations 
in the entire country employing as many 
hands. Of the 2.200 employed at this watch 
factory, 700 or more are women and giris 
The girls are found to be as reliable “any 
labor, and they get good pay. ‘Tne first four 
months they ret seventy-five cents per day . 
then eighty five is paid fur two months, nine- 
ty-five for two more, by which time ibey are 
able to work by the piece, and earn from one 
dollar and a quarter toadollaranda half a 
day. Some of the men get as hizh as five dol- 
lurs per day, while boys just beginning vet 50 
cents. Some of the young ladies working here 
occupy high soctal positions, and are from 
the very best families of New Eagiand.

ir would be impossible ina brief newspaper 
articie to rive the detal!s of Waich nakling in 
all its parts. That the industry is a fine study 
for any man, may be knuwn when I sav that 
though I spent exactiy one-half day in th: 
Waltbam factory, 1 only saw part of the 
whole. True, Il saw every process and detail 
of making the watches, but not all tne four 
muiles of benches, at which 2 200 peopie and 
4,400 hunan bauc@® were putting togetuer 
or making the different paris 
which soon make the perfect 
meusurer of time. by an estimate made by 
Mr. Van Woerd, it takes less than two min- 
utes to inake and complete a watch ready for 
the wearer's pocket. Asa matter of course, 
though, no single watch could be made iv 
that me, as each part has to be made sepa- 
rately. Few hands bere could make a waich 
out and out, though nearly all of them are 
skilled in the work assigned. The first thing 
made in a watch is the piaie which holds the 
wheels. This is cut out from a solid sheet of 
brass or nickle, cut dow1 and drilled to the 
proper shape, going througu a number of 
hands before completed. Some of the 
drills required to expedite this work re- 
volve at the high rate of 13,000 times per 
minute, it being but the work of an iustant 
to cut through the brass. The wheels are 
made by machinery, some of them singly, 
others a dozen at once, while each spring and 
screw has to be made singly. Tne making of 
the screws is one of the most interesting con- 
nected wlth watch-making, and Mr. Van 
Woerd’s triumph in perfecting these ma 
chines is wondertulin the extreme, Never 
have lseen a machine so successfully do the 
work of a human end as nearly likea human. 
The wires are run into little machine, 
the threads cut, bead turned and the sijot in 
the head cut by one application of power. 
So complicated is the mechanism 
that one is puzzled to understaud 
just how itis made. These screws are made 
of various sizes, but some are so smal! that 
275,000 only weigh one pound. Eueh one of 
these little screws has to be inspected, a work 
generally assigned to girls. The dial plates 
are all made mght tere, and the numbers en 
every watch painted by hand. Even the sec- 
ond marks around the dial plate are put on 
by 'and. Foreign watches are not made as 
much by machinery as in America, hence 
they cannot be so perfect everyway.

The price of the movement alone of the 
Waltham watches ranges from seven dollars 
and thirty cents to two hundred and fifty 
dollars.

Im 1876, circumstances, accidental 
and partly sentimental, led me to 
Crooked Creek church, near the little vill: ge 
of Rockville, in middle Georgia.

the pulpit was less massive and imposing, the 
darkness beyond the rafters less niyst rious. 
The preacher had grown gray, and feebelness 
had taken the place of that physical vigor 
which was the distinguishing featur’ of his 
interpretations cf the larger probiemsof theo- 
logy. People I had never seen sat in the 
places of those I had known so well. “here 
were only traces here and there of the old 
congregation, whose austere simplicity bad 
made so deep an impression upon my youth- 
ful mind. The blooming girls of 1860 had 
grown into care-worn matrons, and the young 
men bad developed in their features 
strenuous uncertainty and misery 
period of desolation and disaster 
which they bad passed. Anxiety 
ground itself into their lives thata 
tothe manner might well have been par- 
doned for giving a sinister interpretition to 
these pitiable manifestations of hopelessness 
and unsuccess. 

I had knowr. the venerable preacher inti- 
mately in the past; but his eyes, -wandering 
Vaguely over the congregation, and resting 
curiously upon me, betrayed no recognition 
Age, which had whitened his hair and enfee

These swift processes of change and decay 
were calculated to make a profound impres- 
sion, but my attention was called away trom 
all such reflections.

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~ BROWN’S SPEECH. 


HIS UNYIELDING OPPOSITION TO 
PENDLETON ’S BILL. 


The Alecri'y ofthe Reputlicans to Make the Bill a 
Siatute—Misquoting the Father’s cf the Re- 
public—Thne Kasson Bill in the House— 
Keuner ;for the Senate—Points. 


Special to The Constitution. 

Wasnineton, December 15 — Governor 
Brown stirred up the senate to-day when the 
Pendleton civil service bill was under discus- 
sion. His views on the question were already 
pretty well understood, but they had never 


been given such # full and emphatic utter- 


ance. 

The senator is against the bill from first to 
last. His expressions were plain. He avow- 
ed, without equivocation, some things it is 
common for politicians to shade down into 
equivocal propositions. The central idea of 
his speech was that a party in power has a 
right to control the public offices; that such 
has been the practice in our government all 
the while. The letter from Thomas Jefferson 
to Mr. Lincoln, of Connecticut, has been used 
as proof that the father of the democratic 
party was for civil service reform as it is now 
proposed, but in that letter Senator 

rown finds that he said officeholders who 
were outspoken and active in behalf of our 
the other if it 


same 


party shouid be removed by 
gains control of the government. He even 
refers to one individual, and tells his friend 
to find out how much campaign work he has 
done, and then “rely on me.’’ Thomas was 
whetting his ax as he wrote for that fellow’s 
head. ‘Ihe Georgia senator does not oppose 
a just system of civil service. What 
he objects to is its initiation at this time 
On the high ground of right and 
justice shoulda bill be passed that will pre 
serve the 10,000 offices for one party alone; 
To make the case worse he proved that the 
party im power represents a minority of the 
wople of the United States. Lilden defeated 
Hay es by 250,000 majority. Garfield received 
only about 1,000 more votes than Han- 
cock while the greenback candidate had about 
300,000 votes, indications point to the con- 
clusion thatthis party will be more in the 
minority in ‘84, and yet the bill will have 
the effect of preserving this myriad of of- 
fices for the adherents of that 
minority party, leaving the democrats with 
nothing to offer their tnends after the vic- 
tory is won. A _ difference of opinion 
appeared in the debate among the friends of 
the measure asto its spirit. Mr. Pendleton 
declared that it did nut prohibit removals 
from office. Mr. Hoar saidthe only fair in 
terpretation of its intent was that it did pre- 
vent removais. If it does the democrats 
could only come in for competitive ¢ ‘Xamina- 
tion for the lowest grades of office, it being 
distinctly declared that all applicants shall 
Start there. When an equal division of the 
offices stall be had between the two grea 
parties it may be well to divise some civil 
service scheme, but itis now in the interest of 
one party alone, and that a party apparently 
losing its control of the  govern- 
ment. Does anybody doubt that 
the rush of republican support to such legis 
lation 1s caused by tue desire to retain contro! 
of the ottices that they could not keep u 
the present plan—a plan they have practiced 
with proscriptive vigor ever since they gained 
the eae During the senator's remarks a 
spicy little colloquy arose vetween him and 
Mr. George, of Mississippi, The speech is re- 
garded as the strongest exposition of the rea- 
sons Why the democrats should oppose action 
at this time, and Senator Brown was warmly 
congratulated at its conclusion. 
THE PENDLETON BILL. 

I think the Pendleton bill will pass the sen- 
ate. The republicans have everything to 
guin by it and nothing to lose. 
Several democrats have come to _ its 
support. Further discussion will hardly 
change the prospects of the bill, for a stronger 
argument against it than Senator Brown’s 
wiil not be made. 

In the house the coast is by no means so 
clear. The Kasson bill was not taken up to 
day, because the senate had thesubject under 
consideration. Its action will be awaited. A 
conflict between the several plans may easily 
arise. The press of other matters of grave 
import and the dilatory tactics possible in 
the house may end the session wit a volume 
of moral essays on civil service and nothing 
more. A hard day’s work was put in by the 
house on the postal appropriation bill. 
It wiil be resumed to-mvurrow. The most 
popular act of the session will be the two- 
cent postage reduction. To make it leave the 
department anywhere near self supporting 
severe economy is applied in other directions, 
otherwise a deficit of ten millions would re- 
sult the first year. The $184,000 for the three 
fast mail lines will in all probability be with- 
drawn and we will drop down to old time 

methods. Reduction of tariffs charged by 
railroads and closer economy in the star route 
service, especially abrogating the discretion 
of ‘‘ex; vediting, 4 thereby increasing the cost 
of ro utes, will help along way to pay out;

WasHIncton, December 16.—In the house, 
on motion of Mr. Thompson, of Kentucky,

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SHAKING UP THE CABINET. 


Changes Predicted Among the President’s Adviscrs 
—Linevln for President. 

W ASHINGTON, December 16.—Well-infermed 
politicians promise interesting developments 
early in the new year. These men, who pro- 
fess to be down deep in the well, say to those 
they can trust that early in January Secre- 
tary Lineolr, will be appointed minister to 
Great Britain, that ex-Governor Hartranft of 
Pennsyivania, will be appointed secretary of 
war, and that Benny Brewster will take Jus- 
tice Bradley's place on the supreme bench, 
while a strong but not fractional republican 
from the west will become attorney 
general, Such is reported to be. the 
present programme. In it the cunning 
tinger of Simon Cameron is suspected. The 
old gentleman is bere, but without his copy 
of the ‘Vicar of Wakefield.” The proposed 
nomination of Hartranft for secretary of war 
is his suggestion. ~“[c has long been knowr 
that Pennsylvania republicans have been dis 
setisfied with the representative of that state 
in the cabinet. MacVeagh suited only the 
choice few, while Brewster's local reputation 
asalawyer dives not make amends for his 
lack-of Je eng asa politician. Don Cam- 
eron has desired some other man in the cabi 
net from hig state. It is undoubtedly true 
that he contemplated urging his own appoint 
ment as secretary of the treasury in case 
Judge Folger had been elected governor of 
New York. 

The president has not been wholly pleased 
with the ridiculous attitude in which Brew- 
ster has placed the administration respecting 
some features of the star route trial. Brew- 
ster himself has not relished the task of pros- 
ecuting, With ali of the unpleasant incidents 
connected therewith. Simon Cameron has 
insisted thatthe first step toward union of 
Pennsylvania republicans was the appoint- 
ment of another Pennsylvania man in the 
cabinet and the retirement of Brewster. A 
man who thoroughly understood Pennsylva- 
nia pelitics was regarded as necessary. But 
there were some difficulties in the way 
making the change. These are now reported 
to have been cleared away. 

Congressmen who have returned to Wash- 
ington report a remarkably strong feeling 
among the people in their districts in favor 
of the nomination of Secretary Lincoln for 
president in 1554. This sentimentis said to 
be confined to no section; in fact, it is less 
strong in Iilinois than elsewhere. In Michi- 
yan, in lowa and in some paris of New Eng- 
land the report is brought that the party not 
only regards Lincoln as an inevitable candi- 
date, but also as a most available one. 

It is reported that President Arthur has been 
for some time of the Opinion that Mr. Lin- 
coln was the most available candidate. Be- 
sides, the nomination of Lincoln would not 
be without credit to the present administra- 
tion, especially as it is pretty well understood 
that Genera! Arthur has no idea of being his 
own successor. He is reported as being quite 
ready to help Lineoln. Jackson nominated 
Van Buren for minister to the conrt of St. 
James, though the senate refused to confirm. 
Van buren, however, succeeded Jackson. 
Pierce sent Mr. Buchanan to England, i: be- 
ing well understood that this was a part of the 
plan which subsequently earried Buchanan 
to the white house General Arthur, it is said, 
has offered Mr. Lincoln the English mission, 
amd the offer bas been accepted, io take effect 
in January.

The Windom investigation of last winter 
brought out the fact that the whisky associa- 
aion in the preceding election sent consider- 
able sums of money into Kansas, Ohio, 
ond other states to help the battle of the 
anti-prohibitionisis. 

It rests on good authority that in the late 
elections the association took a much more 
active part than ever before. This it was able 
to do+y its vast resources and the character 
of the organization, power being lodgedjin 
the hands of a very few persons, alwgys 
awake‘o the. tates ik represen /, ad 


shrewd enough to act promnotly and effectu- 
ally. 

Naturally this question is, in a 
sense transferred to congress by the proposal 
of the whisky interest for the postps 
of the internal tax on whisky.

A &tery of How a Devoted Wife Saved Her Nuaband’ 
Life. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

I wonder how many of the hundreds who 
look out at the lake every dav and see the 
criy tower rising up against a blue or a gray 
sky, as the case may be, knuwof a scene that 
took place there nearly three years ago. 

At the time of which I speak the crib keep- 
er was a Finn named Kalstrom, a gigantic 
man and heavy in proportion to his size. He 
was known about the wharves as ‘Big Char- 
lie,’’ and his claim to distinction was that he 
had, as he said, ‘““gommanded a bark of adou- 
sand duns,”’ in which he had sailed the North 
seas, andin which, Vikinglike, he had car- 
ried off his wife, a bright faced Irish girl, 
from Drogheda, one of the east ports of I[re- 
land, 

She was a small woman. with gray eyes and 
long black lashes. She had strongly marked 
eyebrows and a mass of waving back hair 
that crept in little curis around her temples 
and the nape of her neck. She had the 
piquant nuse of her race and a generous 
mouth filled with strong white teeth. It was 
in March, and the day was one of those soft, 
treacherous ones that lure unwary flowers to 
their destruction, and sow pneumonia and 
bronchitis broadcast.
